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The Junior All-American Awards—1952 


We are proud to present on the 
pages following the second edition of 
the Junior All-American awards. The 
1952 competition was even stronger 
than in our inaugural effort the pre- 
vious year, and we are confirmed in 
our judgment that this is the finest 
junior project any dairy breed has set 
up for its junior members. 

We wish to give credit again to the 
Youth Program committee of the 
Holstein- Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, which early in 1951 came up with 
this proposal that the HOLSTEIN- 
FRIESIAN WORLD assume sponsor- 
ship of a program of this nature. The 
regulations adopted, with a few refine- 
ments resulting from experience, fol- 
low closely the original recommenda- 
tions of that committee. State leaders 
in 4-H and F. F. A. have been most co- 
operative in giving this program their 
full support. Many of the state as- 
sociations, where junior Holstein work 
is active, have also cooperated by pay- 
ing for professional pictures of eligible 
contestants. We wish the service 
might be available to junior exhibitors 
in all states. 

The rules of the contest limit eligi- 
bility to animals that have won first 
or second prize at a state or regional 
junior show, or first place at a district 
junior show, or which, having com- 
peted at a junior show, placed first or 
second in the open class at a show of 
similar rank. Under a long-standing 
rule of the All-American awards, pic- 
tures are required to represent the 
entry in a stage of development com- 
parable to its show ring appearance. 

The pictures, assembled at the 
WORLD office, are given the same 
treatment as the open class All-Amer- 
icans, and by the same nominating 
and selection committees. The total 
entry of 165 pictures, submitted from 
junior exhibitors in $2 states, was 
sorted down to six in each of the seven 
classes. Last year the four-year-olds 
were combined with the aged cows. 
This year there was ample competition 
in the aged cow class, while both the 
three and four-year-old classes were 
short in numbers of entry. They were 
accordingly combined in that manner. 


January 3, 1953—Holstein-Friesian World 


On the following pages we submit 
the pictures of the 42 nominated ani- 
mals (six in each of seven classes) and 
we feel they make a showing to be 
proud of. It is no inconsiderable 
honor to be chosen for nomination in 
this nation-wide contest. The Selection 
committee of 20 judges has now voted 
each his first, second and third choice 
in each class, the votes counting seven 
points for first; three points for second 
and one point for third. Tabulation 
of the points determines the Junior 
All-American and Reserve Junior All- 
American awards, and all entries re- 
ceiving eight points or more are given 
Honorable Mention — the same as in 
the Senior A. A. The Junior All- 
American winners will have their pic- 
tures on the WORLD’s annual AIll- 
American calendar. 

By states, the nominations break 
down as follows: Wisconsin, Iowa and 
California five each, New York four, 
Michigan, Illinois and Maryland, three 
each; Pennsylvania, Indiana, Kansas 
and Minnesota, two each; Washington, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska, Ohio, New 
Jersey and Kentucky, one each. 

Other states taking part in the con- 
test by submitting entries were Colo- 
rado, Missouri, Vermont, Idaho, West 
Virginia, Arkansas, Delaware, Tennes- 
see, Oklahoma, South Dakota, North 
Dakota, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina and Montana.

This makes a total of 165 entries, 
and what a show it would have made 
to bring them all together in the 
flesh. 

Nine states were successful in win- 
ning Junior All-American or Resrve 
Junior All-American awards. Michi- 
gan and Illinois had two each; Wiscon- 
sin one A.A. and two Reserve; New 
York one A.A. and one Reserve; Kan- 


sas one A.A.; New Jersey, Ohio, In- 
diana and Massachusetts one Reserve 
each. 


In the aged cow class, our two top 
winners of last year were back again 
to win in their state shows, but their 
positions in the Junior A.A. are re- 
versed, as were their stages of lactation. 
Mercedes Joan Hartog, owned by 
Kenneth Donal, Fowlerville, Mich., 
was a clear winner of the top spot 
with Belle Cornell Dewdrop Abbekerk, 
last year’s Junior All-American Aged 
cow but showing dry this year, winning 
the Reserve honor for Jerry Coyne of 
New York. 

In the four-year-old class, it was a 
battle right down to the wire between 
Lila Joan Wilson’s Michigan winner, 
Sally Pontiac Piets (Reserve grand 
champion under Kenneth Donal’s cow 
at the state show) and Mary C. Mc- 
Danolds’ seasoned campaigner, the 
great producing Willmil Dean Chloe 
Roxanna, a perennial New Jersey win- 
ner. 

Kansas scored in the two-year-old 
section with Wavern Beckner’s great 
home-bred open class winner, Lilac- 
valley Ace Goldie, with a third success- 
ful girl contestant, Laura Mae Shipley 
taking the Reserve position with her 
Ohio open class winner, Oostie Im- 
perial Ada. 

In the senior yearlings, Ralph 
Draeger of Wisconsin was far out in 
front with his Future Hope Roamer 
Faith, last year’s Junior All-American 
senior calf, who had made a great 
record in open competition again this 
season. John Schacht’s “managerial” 
entry of Larrietta Dean Walker Agnes, 
who made the big-time circuit for 
Larrietta Farm, brought Reserve 
honors also to Wisconsin. 

Neal Turley’s junior yearling, 
Mooseheart Pabst Jewel (Reserve win- 
ner as a junior heifer calf last year) 
brought further honor to Illinois this 
year, winning her award by a comfort- 
able margin. In Reserve spot was 
Clifford Porter’s “managerial” entry, 
Cash-Mar Corrine Model, a Bottema 
Farms heifer.

It is my privilege to comment on the 
Junior All-American Awards for 1952. 
I am sure that all breeders and others 
engaged in livestock work are interested 
in this program and watch the progress 
made by our youth. 


This year there were 4-H Club mem- 
bers or FFA boys from 17 states who 
owned the 42 animals nominated. This 
type of competition creates interest and 
also provides a challenge for the youth 
who will be our prospective breeders of 
the future. 


Aged Cows — 4 Years and Over 


It is interesting to note that last 
year’s All American and Reserve All- 
American aged cows reversed positions 
this year. Mercedes Joan Hartog, ex- 
hibited by Kenneth Donal, Fowlerville, 
Michigan is showing more stretch and 
seale, strength of top, smoothness 
through the shoulder and at the tail- 
head than the Reserve All-American 


Belle Cornell Dewdrop 
hibited by Jerry Coyne, Avon, New 
York. The Reserve All-American is 
well preserved for ten years of age, 
she is strong over the top, well bal- 
anced with great depth of body and 
can be credited with being more level 
on the floor of the udder and straighter 
on her hind legs than the All-American. 
She is showing at somewhat of a 
handicap due to her stage of lactation.

Honorable Mention Awards are made 
to three other cows in this class: 


Molly Ollie Ormsby, exhibited by 
Thomas Harvey, Jr., Hazel Green, Wis- 
consin, is a cow showing a great deal 
of stretch and a nice dry udder, but 
does not show the depth and balance 
of body of the two cows previously 
discussed. 


Tritomia Burke Imka, exhibited by 
Henry S. Smith, Simpsonville, Ken- 
tucky, is a cow showing a great deal 
of dairy quality with a nicely balanced 
body and level rump, but not as good 
on the pasterns or placement of front 
teats as we would lItke. 


Kidd Farms Arbor Eola, exhibited by 
Jeff MeGrew Il, Woodland, California 
is a cow of great strength and capacity 
with good lines. She is straight on the 
top, level of rump, stands on straight 
hind legs and has a well balanced ud- 
der, but does not show the dairy char- 
acter of the cows placed above her. 


Three and Four Year Old Heifers 


The placing in this class was rather 
close between Sally Pontiae Piets, own- 
ed and exhibited by Lila Joan Wilson, 
Marlette, Michigan, who was desig- 
nated as All-American and Willmil 
Dean Chloe, Roxanna, the Reserve All- 
American, owned and exhibited by 
Mary C. McDanolds, Augusta, New Jer- 
sey. The advantage in udder must be 
given to the All-American, since it 
extends farther forward in front and is 
attached higher and wider to the rear. 
On the other hand, the Reserve All- 
American blends more smoothly in the 
shoulders and fore parts and shows 
more strength in the region of the 
heart. She also shows more veining of 
udder, but can be faulted for cutting 
underneath in the rear udder. Both 
cows seem a little faulty in their rear 
legs in the pictures. 


Honorable Mention was given to two 
cows in this class. 


Ormsby Cornucopia Libby, exhibited 
by Barnard Souza, Jr., Stevinson, Cal- 
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ifornia, shows more style and balance 
than Pacific Slope Lyons Burke, exhib- 
ited by Edward D. Terry, Gustine, Cal- 
ifornia; is more level from hooks to 
pins and straighter on her legs. On the 
other hand the Terry cow shows great- 
er depth of body and more veining on 
the udder. 


Two Year Old Heifers 


Lilaevalley Ace Goldie, shown by 
Wavern Beckner, Belle Plaine, Kansas, 
was selected as All-American Two Year 
Old. She is a nicely balanced cow, 
showing great depth of heart and 
body, has extreme dairy character as 
indicated by her depth and openness of 
rib and cleanness of neck and thigh. 
She has an outstanding udder that is 
well balanced and veined, is level on 
the floor and has uniform teat place- 
ment. She may be faulted for a little 
roughness over the pelvic arch and be- 
ing slightly low at the pins. 

The Reserve All-American Award 
went to Oostie Imperial Ada, owned 
and exhibited by Laura Mae Shipley, 
Urbana, Ohio on a very dairylike two 
year old with plenty of scale, good 
depth of body and clean cut. She does 
not show the balance of udder of the 
All-American.

The first of these, Waydell Katie, 
owned and exhibited by Robert Burns, 
Jr., Bovina, New York, is a well bal- 
anced heifer showing plenty of sub- 
tance, a strong top with a long, level 
rump which shows more width than 
either of the heifers placed above her.

Craola Bessie Lady Belle, exhibited 
by Reatha Marie Snyder, Aliquippa, Pa., 
is a straight, strong heifer, but does 
not show as much dairy quality as the 
other four heifers. 


Senior Yearling Heifers 


The outstanding heifer, Future Hope 
Roamer Faith, owned and exhibited by 
Ralph H. Draeger, Ft. Atkinson, Wis- 
consin, is to date the only two time 
winner of the Junior All-American 
Award. She is an outstanding heifer, 
showing the style, balance of body, 
blending of parts and dairy promise 
that enabled her to carry on success- 
fully in both the Junior competition 
and when shown in the open classes. 
The Reserve All-American, Larrietta 
Dean Walker Agnes, exhibited by John 
Schacht, Oconomowoc, Wisconsin, was 
an Honorable Mention Award winner 
last year. She is also a heifer that is 
stylish and. well balanced with plenty 
of strength and capacity of body. She, 
too has shown successfully in the open 
classes, as well as the Junior show. 

Two other heifers received Honorable 
Mention Awards: 


Cash-Mar Corrine Piebe was shown 
by Biff Treser, Bridgeport, Indiana. She 
is a straight topped, well balanced 
heifer, but does not show the depth of 
flank and body of the other heifers.

Abbeyton Holeda, owned and exhib- 
ited by Roberta M. Weller, German- 
town, Md., is a nicely balanced heifer 
showing more depth than the heifer 
previously discussed, but not quite the 
length of body.

She is a 
heifer showing great strength through 
the front end but appears a little easy 
on the loin in the picture. She shows 
great strength of heart and carries out 
smooth over the rump and tail head.

IBM OPERATIONS 


By DANA CHASE

This short article will not be so 
much a description of Holstein office 
operations as a discussion of Interna- 
tional Business Machines in use at the 
office. This equipment is relatively 
new on the business scene, therefore 
one chapter in the INSIDE HOL- 
STEIN HEADQUARTERS series is 
being devoted to the machines so 
that breeders may know what type of 
automatic equipment now exists for 
efficient handling of their association's 
work. 


International Business Machines are 
the outgrowth of years of research. 
They are very complex in their modern 
form, but in the beginning, (around 
1890) like many other complicated de- 
vices, they were very simple indeed.

But, like many of our modern 
machines they have become increasing- 
ly complex as their inventors add more 
and more devices, expecting more and 
more service with less and less human 
effort. The very complexity of the 
machines is what makes them so use- 
ful to us, and the service they will 
perform for Holstein breeders prom- 
ises to be far beyond our expectations. 


As the machines now are used, the 
key to the whole operation is a card, 
the size of the old-fashioned dollar 
bill. Upon examination, a working 
IBM card contains a number of little 
rectangular holes, spotted in the card 
apparently at random. The fact that 
the holes are not spotted at random, 
however, but according to a very pre- 
cise pattern is the secret of the 
machine’s success. 


The machines do nothing a human 
being couldn’t do. But they do their 
work so much faster than human hands 
that they are indeed amazing. We set 


up the original cards, plan the work 
we want them to perform, and proceed 
to use them over and over again in 
many and varied ways. (If we had only 
one problem or one operation to do 
the machines would be more time- 
consuming than time-saving.) 

All IBM work begins with the 
key-punch machine. This is the 
machine that punches original inform- 
ation into the card. There are 960 
potential holes om each card. Just 
where the holes are punched deter- 
mines the information the card will 
carry for use later on. 

A 12-key manual is used by the 
operator in transferring information 
into the cards. With experience, an 
operator can attain great speed on this 
machine. Next to this machine is a 
machine which looks almost identical 
to it. It is a verifying machine and 
another operator punches information 
on an identical key-board from the 
same source information used previ-

For their 1952 annual meeting, 
Iowa Holstein breeders traveled to 
the southeastern corner of the state 
for their session at Burlington on 
December 9. The morning meeting 
was the gathering of the different 
county groups with discussions of the 
of the various district activities for 
the past and coming year. The ban- 
quet dinner was held at noon with 
about 75 present. Retiring president, 
C. H. Miller, was unable to attend on 
account of illness; vice-president, 
Thorvald Anderson, presided. 


Welcome to Burlington was given 
by Mayor Smith and Assistant Execu- 
tive Secretary, Robert Rumler, ad- 
dressed the meeting on “How Iowa 
Fits into the Over-All Picture of the 
National Association.” In__ stating 
that Iowa was not quite up to the 
national level, Mr. Rumler explained 
that the abnormal beef market was 
probably largely responsible; a letter 
from President Miller was read which 
was a review of the state association 
activities for the past year. 

R. J. Howard, who is taking over 
as National Fieldman for Iowa, spoke 
on plans of the state association for 
the coming year. He also made the 
awards of the 100,000 pound certifi- 
cates, about half of these going to 
cows in the state institution herds; 
Spies and Lein of Graettinger had 
four and Manning Creamery Com- 
pany, three. 

Dr. George Stoddard of Iowa State 
presented Lane Holcroft as the stu- 
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dent winning the Paul Stewart Schol- 
arship for 1952-53. Making the 
awards of the Meritorious sire, indi- 
vidual cow production awards and 
DHIA supervisor recognition, was 
Don Voelker of the state college Dairy 
Extension staff. High HIR herd for 
the year was Spies and Lein and high 
cow was owned by George Slater and 
Son of Olin. Arthur Gildner of Sum- 
ner had the highest DHIA life time 
cow with over 7,000 pounds of fat. 
Lexridge Pietertje Wayne ranked first 
in the proved sire recognition; this 
sire was bred by Morton Emde, West 
Chester, and was proved in the herds 
of A. J. Johnson, the Eastern Iowa 
ABA and the Ben Erickson herd at 
Postville. A new program inaugur- 
ated this year is the brood cow recog- 


nition. Arthur Gerlach, St. Ansgar 
received the award for top Meritori- 
ous brood and Arthur Gildner 
the one on Dams of Production.” 
Second to fifth places in this brood 
cow division went to Wallace Y. and 
Agnes Mills as both breeder and 
owner. 

Martin Warren of the state show 
committee presented the mounted 
true type models to A. J. Johnson of 
Rockcrest for the second year. These 
models are given by the state associa- 
tion to the Iowa breeder who totals 
the most points on the state shows with 
extra credits for animals bred by him. 
Mr. Johnson was also awarded his 
first Progressive Breeder certificate 
and Arthur Gerlach received his sec- 
ond PBR award. National Director, 
E. M. Wright, talked briefly on the 
recent board meeting and on the af- 
fairs of the National Association. 

On the withdrawal of Stanley Eash 
as candidate for president, an unani- 
mous ballot was cast for Elmer Han- 
sen of Cedar Falls for this office for 
1953. Directors elected were A. J. 
Johnson, H. F. Bothe, Claude Wylam, 
M. J. Lein, Alfred Paper, Arthur Ger- 
lach and C. H. Miller. A pair of 
table lamps was shown that was to be 
given to John Stewart who has been 
lowa fieldman for the past seven 
years and who was unable to attend 
ihe meeting. A letter of sincere ap- 
preciation of the Iowa breeders for his 
splendid services was read which was 
to go with the lamps. John has moved 
to Sioux Falls and in the future will 
serve Minnesota, the Dakotas and Ne- 
braksa.

For 1953 the public is recharged with confidence. The 
buying power is high. Never before have our population 
been eating so much. Total consumption of fluid milk 
and its products are at an all time high. Our population 
continues to increase. Efforts are gradually expanding to 
promote the use of dairy products. These all help for a 
good year but finally it depends not upon wishes but 
upon ‘you and I. 

There are many things to challenge easy prosperity. 
That is the American way of life and the way we would 
want it. Patterns of the past in the dairy world probably 
will not fit the future. Dairy butter is an example. The 
remedy is a challenge to research and transportation that 
the many communities may stand upon a new threshold 
in the utilization of dairy products. I am confident they 
will. Otherwise the location pattern of our herds will 
follow the trend of the density of population.

Beginning Our 50th Year 

This issue of the WORLD marks the beginning of 
our 50th year of publication. January 1, 1904 was the date 
of the first issue, a 20 page paper edited by C. G. Brown 
and E. M. Hastings. 


Looking back to that first issue, we were interested 
to note the statement of the editors regarding the breed 
they were championing. Their analysis was sound and 
we think will bear repeating now on this occasion, for it 
it still a basic outline of Holstein advantages now so widely 
recognized. 

“In championing the Holstein cow, we believe, we are 
championing the coming dairy cow of the world. 

“There may be certain circumscribed districts, like the 
mountains of Switzerland, where, on account of their pecu- 
liar environments, other breeds may maintain their suprem- 
acy, but the rapid strides by which she has forged to 
the front in this country and Canada; her recent introduc- 
tion into Mexico, the Argentine Republic, and South 
Africa, is but the beginning of her conquests. 

“The cow, in her utilitarian aspect, is a machine for 
converting vegetable products into milk. Upon her ability 
to do this depends the value of the cow. The Holstein 
as a feeder surpasses all other breeds; and as a consequence, 
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holds the world’s official record for the production of milk 
and butter. 

“The large size of the Holstein cow, and the fine 
quality of her flesh, together with the large size and rapid 
development of her calves, add greatly to her economic 
value, in the production of beef and veal. She being 
unequaled in this respect, as in the production of milk 
and butter, by any other breed. 

“The Holstein’s strong constitution, and marked 
vitality, together with the fact that her milk analyzes nearer 
the milk of the human mother, than the milk of any other 
breed, renders it particularly suitable as food for children 
and especially for infants. 

“Her large flow of milk, her mild disposition, and her 
handsome appearance, on account of her strong color 
markings, make her the ideal family cow. 

“What is more attractive than a herd of Holsteins, 
with their large udders, and strongly contrasted but uni- 
form color markings, grazing upon a hillside, or chewing 
their cuds in the shade of friendly trees. 

When we think of her many superior qualities, we are 
led in our admiration to exclaim, 

All hail to the Holstein! 
Vive la Holstein!” 





The Junior All-Americans 


The second annual Junior All-American contest 
announced in this issue must be set down as a great success, 
with a 20% increase over last year's initial contest in 
number of pictures submitted and with a total of 32 states 
represented. The winning entries are widely distributed, 
as shown in the report. 

This project was started in 1951 at the suggestion of 
the Youth Program Committee of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. The WORLD was requested to 
sponsor it and we were very glad to undertake it, using the 
same machinery as in the regular All-American awards. 
The Extension Service of the Association has always taken 
a close and helpful interest in the project and cooperated 
in getting out the information to youth leaders. 

As we have gone on and gained experience with it, 
a few additions and refinements have been developed, 
aimed at meeting the needs of situations in the various 
states. Thus, this year first prize winners at district shows 
were made eligible so that such winners could compete, 
even though no state-wide show was available, or for any 
reason the junior exhibitor could not go on to a state show. 

We had to turn down entries of winners from county 
fairs or local Black & White shows in order to keep the 
project within bounds and to have a higher degree of 
selectivity in the entries submitted. It was believed that 
in general the superior animals would be given an oppor- 
tunity at a state or district show. We were sorry to dis- 
appoint a number of boys who sent pictures of their local 
winners by not accepting their entries. In no case, however, 
would they have been able to make the grade for nomina- 
tion. 

New Ownership Rule for 1953 

One further rule change has been decided upon for 
1953 in regard to ownership of the animals. Our rule has 
read that any ownership set-up that qualified for its own 
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state show would be acceptable. At least two states, Wis- 
consin and Indiana, have an arrangement under which 
4-H members can take a project animal with which they 
work but without ownership. These are called “mana- 
gerial” projects, and at Wisconsin a boy is permitted to 
show one such managerial animal at the state fair, just 
as though he owned it. It is required that such managerial 
projects can start only with calves, but the same animals 
can be carried on in the older classes as long as the project 
is maintained. We do not have Indiana’s detailed rules, 
but the effect is similar. This permits the boy to show a 
calf one day in the junior show and the next day the 
breeder can show it in his own name in the open classes. 

Now it appears to us that while such an arrangement 
may have merit within a state program, it carries a serious 
element of unfair competition in a national contest like 
the Junior All-American awards. Boys and Girls in other 
states are required to own the animals which they show, 
and we think it has much to commend it a$ a requirement 
for all competitive junior work. 

We put the matter before the Extension Service com- 
mittee of the Holstein-Friesian Association at their recent 
meeting and asked for their recommendation. The com- 
mittee proposed the following change, and we expect to 
make it effective for the 1953 contests: 

“To be eligible for Junior All-American competition, 
an animal must meet the ownership requirements called for 


to qualify for junior membership in the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. These requirements call for per- 
sonal ownership of the project animal and same to be 
recorded on the records of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. No managerial contracts or partnerships are 
recognized.” 

In the case of competition in Wisconsin or Indiana 
or other states recognizing managerial projects, the high- 
est ranking animal meeting the above ownership require- 
ments will be considered as eligible for Junior A. A. 
nomination. 


It is suggested that club leaders who may not be com- 
pletely familiar with the requirements of junior member- 
ship in the Holstein-Friesian Association of America check 
the matter with Director Glen M. Householder so that 
they can be sure their members become properly qualified 
in time for the 1953 shows. 


Another change planned for next year is to provide 
entry blanks so that the full information on each animal 
offered for nomination may be available in an orderly 
form. These will be available for club leaders well in 
advance of the 1953 shows. 


We want to congratulate every boy and girl who 
achieved recognition in the 1952 Junior All-American 
awards. It represents an achievement of which you are 
entitled to feel very proud,

Maple View Farm 

When former Governor (now Sen- 
ator) Fred Payne ‘ und it necessary 
in September of 1951 to appoint a 
new Commissioner of Agriculture for 
the State of Maine, he called together 
a number of farm leaders and asked 
for their recommendations. As a re- 
sult of that conference Fred J. Nutter 
of Corrina, owner of Maple View 
Farm, received the appointment, 
strongly recommended by all branches 
of Maine agriculture. 

Mr. Nutter is particularly well 
fitted for the job —he is first of all a 
farmer with 1200 acres of dairy and 
fruit land in nearly the geographical 
center of the state. His Maple View 
Farm has supported Holstein cattle 
(or the cattle have supported the 
farm) since the start of the present 
century, with Fred actively in the 
business since 1919. For many years 
he has been interested in agricultural 
groups and a leader in many. Since 
his appointment he has continued to 
live at the farm, commuting almost 
daily to the State Capitol at Augusta. 

While still retaining his interest in 
the farm and herd, most of the details 
have been turned over to his son, 
Robert, who manages the dairy opera- 
tion, and to his son-in-law, Lloyd 
Littlefield, who ig the fruit man, man- 


aging the orchards that annually 
yield some 15,000 bushels of Maine's 
best. 

The Maple View herd was founded 
by Mr. Nutter’s father-in-law, C. L. 
Jones, about 1900. One of the pion- 
eer Holstein breeders of Maine, Mr. 
Jones well remembers traveling to 
Syracuse, New York, to purchase 
foundation females, other foundations 
coming from widely scattered points. 

Fred J. Nutter was just the right 
age to get two years overseas in World 
War I and in 1919 he and his bride, 
C. L. Jones’ daughter, purchased a 
farm adjacent to the Jones place. 
Later they bought the homestead 
where they still live, and additional 
acreage has been acquired from time 
to time. 

Young Robert Nutter has his hands 
full in looking after the dairy opera- 
tions at Maple View Farm. At present 
there are about 16 head with 85 milk- 
ing cows, but the operation is good 
enough so that the Progressive Breed- 
ers’ Award has been received for five 
years with the latest award showing 
60 cows on 2X with an average of 
12,405 lbs. milk, 3.9%, 487.7 lbs. fat 
in HIR. It is not a show place as far 
as buildings are concerned — but the 
cattle provide plenty of “show” when 
the stables and pastures are visited. 

One of the first sires to exert con- 
siderable influence on the herd was 
Baker Farm Dauntless who was used 
for a year. He has three old daugh- 
ters left in the herd —all good ones. 
Royal Colantha Wayne, highly 
proved in New York state, was pur- 
chased in partnership with Harold

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JUNIOR ALL-AMERICAN 
PROBLEM 


One of the hardest decisions to make 
in the Junior All-American nomina- 
tions was regarding the entry of Kay 
Miller, Birmingham, Michigan. (Kay 
is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ever- 
ett Miller.) 


Kay's 2-year-old heifer, Schoof Ange- 
line Lochinvar Posch, was not shown at 
the state 4-H show at East Lansing, 
in August because of illness, Everett 
reports, but she was on hand for the 
State Fair (Labor Day week) and won 
the top rating there in her class in the 
junior show. A fire at Hyup Farms 
called all hands home in a rush and 
as a consequence no picture of “Ange- 
line” was secured at the time of her 
winning. 

The accompanying picture was made 
by Fred Wetmore several weeks later, 
at the farm when he was making pic- 
tures for the State Sale. In the mean- 
time Schoof Angeline Lochinvar 
Posch had gained full bloom for 
freshening, and the picture, as read- 
ers have already observed, was a knock- 
out. Unfortunately its use for Junior 
All-American nomination ran afoul of 
a long standing All-American rule, 
which applies particularly to females. 


This rule requires that pictures 
show the animal in substantially the 
same form or stage of lactation as it 
was when making a show ring appear- 
ance during the season. With very 
deep regret we had to rule that the 
picture submitted for Schoof Angeline 
Lochinvar Posch did not qualify under 


this rule. We wish Kay Miller 
every success with her heifer and hope 
she may be back with her next year. 





GOLD MEDAL SIRE NUMBER 190 


Curtiss Candy Ovation 919604 is an- 
nounced as the 190th Gold Medal Sire. 
Bred by Curtiss Candy Company, Cary, 
Ill., his service was at the Pond Gate 
Herd of Mrs. Paul Magnuson, Dundee, 
Ill., and the applicant for the Gold 
Medal rating was Eimwood Farms, 
Lake Forest, Ill, who own a fine 
group of his daughters. 


The record upon which the award 
was made included classification of 21 
out of 33 daughters over 3 years old or 
known to have freshened. This per- 
centage of classification required an 82 
score which he met nicely with an av- 
erage of 82.6, the group comprising 
6 VG, 11 GP, 3 G and 1 F. 


His daughters in production made 
an extraordinary record. Fourteen 
have a 2X 305 day mature equivalent 
average of 13,830 Ibs. milk 4.2% 581 
Ibs. fat, while their dams averaged on 
the same basis 13,530 Ibs. milk 3.8% 
and 514 Ibs. fat. It is unusual, par- 
ticularly on as large a number of 
daughters, to find such a large increase 
on dams above the 500 Ib. level. 


Curtiss Candy Ovation is a son of 
Montvic Renown, he by Montvic Loch- 
invar and from the famous Montvic 
Bonheur Pietje B. His dam, Dunlog- 
gin Mistress Grace is one of the well 
known daughters of Dunloggin Wood- 
master and the highly regarded ma- 
tron, Dunloggin La Grace.

The basis 
is one delegate, plus an additional 
delegate for each 150 active members 
(or major fraction) from each election 
district.

The accom- 
panying list of membership count 
shows a total of 171 delegates to be 
elected, an increase of 14 from last 
year. New York and Pennsylvania 
each gained two delegates, while one 
each is listed for Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, lowa, Minnesota, New Jersey, 
West Virginia, Texas, Oregon and 
Washington. 

Pennsylvania made the _ biggest 
gain in active members, 322, bringing 
their total to 2305 and entitling them 
to 16 delegates, the same as Wisconsin 
which has 2324 active members (a 
gain of 138).

ARTHUR H. LAUTERBACH 

Arthur H. Lauterbach, recently re- 
tired General Manager of Pure Milk 
Association in Chicago, died December 
10 at his winter home in St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. He was 62 years of age and 
had been suffering for the past few 
years from a heart ailment which 
restricted his activities.

ously. As the previously-punched 
cards go through this machine it 
“compares” the information already 
on the card with that being punched. 
If an error occurs, the machine pro- 
ceeds no further until a red light 
signifying an error is reset. Thus, 
when the cards go through the second 
machine with no error stops, it can 
safely be assumed that the basic 
information has been correctly punch- 
ed. In addition to this a notch is cut 
on the top of the card to indicate the 
card has been verified. This is a 
similar procedure to visual proofread- 


ing but is even more accurate since the 
chances of the second operator making 
a mistake identical to that of the 
original operator in the same place on 
the same card are almost nil. 

An attachment containing a regular 
alphabetic keyboard may be mounted 
on these machines for alphabetic 
punching. Thus we can punch on cards 
alphabetic data like names and addres- 
ses as well as numeric things like 
records and numbers. 

One of the most essential IBM 
machines in any tabulating section is 
the electronic sorter. Cards are fed 
into this machine and are automati- 
cally sorted into whatever order we

want. Basically, the principle is very 
simple. As the cards move over a 
brass contact roll, a metal brush makes 
a contact through the punched holes, 
setting up an impulse and in turn 
causing a magnet to open up a track 
which will direct the cards to their 
proper pocket. Without the sorter, the 
value of punch cards would be lost 
because related data could not be 
brought together without resorting to 
old-fashioned hand filing. The normal 
operating speed of this machine is 
650 cards sorted per minute. 

After the cards have been sorted, 
they may be collated. A collater is 
similar to a sorter in some ways, but 
very much more complex. Cards may 
fed simultaneously from two sorted 
packs into the collater which will 
merge the two groups of cards into-a 
previously established order without 
resorting. They will select cards with- 
in a previously established limit (cows 
with records from 550-600 pounds fat, 
for example) or will locate certain 
cards in either of two groups of cards 
without mixing the decks. Primarily 
the machine works on the principle of 
comparing cards one with another. 

Another machine we couldn’t do 
without is the calculating punch. This 
is a “thinking” machine, rather than 
an “arranging” machine. The calculat- 
ing punch can add, subtract, multiply, 
or divide, and can be bludgeoned into 
doing square and cube root. It not 
only computes the answer from infor- 
mation of the card but punches it on 
the card itself for later use in other ma- 
chines. It is an all-purpose computer 
and highly useful to us, for it is on 
this machine that tests and weights 
are multiplied and computed to 
monthly milk and butterfat totals. 
The speed of this machine ranges 
roughly from 900 cards an hour for 
difficult problems to 1500 for the 
simpler problems. 

Next is the accounting machine, 
which not only adds and subtracts but 
also prints the answer for us at a rate 
of 100 per minute. This is the ma- 
chine which prewrites the HIR super- 
visors report forms and will be used to 
write individual lactation reports and 
herd average summary reports. 

Its big brother, the “reproducing 
gang summary punch” does a 4th 
operation for us and they make quite 
a team. The first operations are adding 
or subtracting whatever data we in- 
sert into it and printing the answers 
automatically. 

Obviously the association will be 
dealing with very large numbers of 
cards; in fact, in the millions. Even 
with the speed of the machines it 
would be impossible to tabulate such

quantities of cards repeatedly for a 
' variety of results. The summary punch 
is the machine designed to lick this 
problem for us. By tabulating the huge 
volumes of cards in definite sequence 
the summary punch will automatically 
punch one card with the accumulated 
totals of many individual cards. It is 
not at all unusual for a summary card 
to represent the combined data from as 

many as 10,000 detail cards. 

It is on these machines that your 
monthly pre-written supervisors reports 
are prepared, later your lactation re- 


ports, & herd average reports, and 
from the results of these reports per- 
manent animal cards will be prepared. 

Another interesting machine is the 
card interpreter. This machine simply 
prints on top of the card the informa- 
tion already punched on the card, so 
that the punch holes can be read more 
readily.

NEW PENICILLIN COMPOUND 

Wyeth Incorporated has announced 
the development of a new and longer 
acting penicillin compound which 
makes possible the maintenance of 
demonstrable penicillin blood levels 
for extended periods. This is partic- 
ularly important in cases where sus- 
tained uninterrupted penicillin pro- 
tection is desired or when a minimum 
of needle punctures is advantageous. 
Under tests the new compound which 
is known as Injection Bicillin L-A 
maintained penicillin blood levels from 
6 to 9 days on cattle weighing up to 
1000 Ibs. and up to 15 days in dogs. 
It is stated to be useful in the preven- 
tion of infections usually associated 
with shipment or exposure of animals 
at shows, sales, etc. It also is recom- 
mended for secondary infections fol- 
lowing virus infections and in addition 
has been found especially suitable for 
protective purposes in surgery and in 
the treatment of cases complicated by 
infection. 


PENALTY FOR OLEO FRAUD 

The New York Department of Ag- 
riculture and Markets announced No 
vember 17 settlement and compromise 
for $21,200 of charges that Frank E. 
Wattles, Inc., 94 Niagara Food Ter- 
minal, Buffalo, sold as butter a product 
mixed with oleomargarine. The pen- 
alty assessed against this wholesale 
produce commission firm is believed to 
be the largest ever collected by the 
Department. It followed the seizure 
of approximately 3,000 Ibs. of the mix- 
ture in the Buffalo area. Tests in the 
State Food Laboratory revealed the 
mixture contained approximately half 
oleo and half butter. It was determined 
that stores which purchased the mix- 
ture had no knowledge of its true 
contents.

SALUTING “MILK FOR HEALTH” 


enact 


A salute to “Milk for Health” and 
the National Dairy Council and ADA 
work was the central theme of the 16th 
Annual Banquet of the Metropolitan 
Cooperative Milk Producers Bargain- 
ing Agency, held December | at Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. Following a sumptuous 
dinner at which some 350 invited 
guests of the Agency enjoyed a dinner 
featuring dairy products, a program of 
great interest was carried out. Presi- 
dent James A. Young: was toastmaster 
and Jacob S. Pratt, president of Milk 
For Health, Inc. the New York State 
branch of the National Dairy Council, 
made the introductions. President 
Milton Hult of the council was among 
the notables in attendance from a 
distance. 


Present on the rostrum were the 
executive directors of each of the nine 
Dairy Council units now functioning 
in New York State, with the story of 
the work presented by Mr. Pratt, State 
ADA president, Harold Stanley, and 
speaking for the local units Victoria 
Barli of the Syracuse unit and Marcella 
A. Beffa of the Westchester County 
Dairy Council. They made a grand 
presentation of the progress of this 
work of promoting greater use of milk 
and dairy products in New York State. 

We learn with interest that the ADA 
nationally has a 1953 advertising bud- 
get of $1,463,000 and were especially 
interested in some figures given on 
the methods being used to multiply 
the effectivenéss of this advertising by 
tie-in projects with related foods. 
During the last quarter ADA has in- 
vested $271,775 in magazine advertis- 
ing in 10 different programs but on 
these same programs other related 
programs have expended some $3,424,- 
800, a ratio of approximately 12 to 1. 

Examples of these programs are the 
“milk & donuts” presentation which 
has appeared in many of the national 
magazines where ADA _ expended 
$20,000 and the Donut Corporation of 
America kicked in $500,000. Also in 
the Cheese Festival advertising an ex- 
penditure of $65,000 by ADA pro- 
moted $1,000,000 of expenditures on 
the same program by others. 

At the annual meeting of this pro- 
ducers group on the following day, in 
addition to routine business, a panel 
discussion on milk marketing prob- 
lems brought out much material of 
value.
